exceedingly agreeable to moft of your 
" Readers, if, inftead of reftraining 
yourfelf to one fingle Paper on his late Grate of Agyl/, 
under the well-chefern.Motto of Jam Marte quam Mercurio, 
you had enlarged yout Ideas, and given your Pen a Loofe 
in purfuing a Subject fo very fruitful and productive, thro’ 
another Paper. You would have found it opening to your 
Hand, and {0 ¢opioufly potiting dpoli you, as would have 
rendered it as délightful for your Pen to etpatiate upon, as 
for the Public to read. Whep Argyll was the Theme, 
what Pen, like yours, would hot flow! what Reader, like 


me, would not attend! Unequal as, you ate pleafed to fay, 
youare to the Tafk, thére are few who can think his exalted 


Charaéter would have fankk in your Hands, full of his 
Efteem as you appear to be: 


Itis not, Sir, with day Intetitiot tofuppty what I appre- 
hend and lament you were too fhort iny that I addrefs this 
to you: Nog the immpetaous Tide of Vanity has not as yee 
fo fat overwhelttied the as to precipitate me into an Attertipt 
of that wiich you have declared yourfelf unequal to. It is 
not to praife him in: Couneil, or in the Senate; it is not to 
extol his truly Retoié Spirit ih the Field, nor to fketch out 
the amiable Lines of lis private Life, nor yet to touch 
upon any of his living Eateelleneies 5 it is-~ but not with 
the Arrogance of Self-faffitiehey however —— to fubmit 
fome Doubts J am under to the Judgment of the Public, 
in relation to that foble monumental edifice which diftin: 
quithes his Mentory in Woftminfter- Abbey ; and with whom 
can I better entruft the Communication of thefe than with 
yourfelf, who Kave tontribufed fo genérous a Share to 
keep up the etafred Charaéter Mill alive in tlie Remem: 
brance of a degenerate Age 7 


The elevated Fancy that deviled the Model of that mag- 
nificent Pile I have mentioned, can’t far] of meeting with 
the general Approbation, as'thete ts much of Genius in it. 
The noble Stretch of the Pencil is not Iefs nobly executed 
by the Dexterity of the Chiffel. Tie Goddefs of Wifdem 
is finely pourtrayed, ad Eloqwener déefcribes 6 natural an 
Attitade as miay vie with the moft enlivetiing Statues of 
Greece and aticient Rome. The capital Figure of the Hero 
him(elf, retutnbent as-it wete'in the Lap of Miftory, is de- 
licately imagined. "Tis free; ‘tis eafy : There is Gefture 
vifible in the Body. The Limbs are nervoufly turned ; 
the Mofcles exprefive in a Face full of Meaning and ex. 
ceedingly like the Original : Tn fffort, the whole Parits 
Statua is molt exquifitely finithed. 





But fay, Sir, don’t you think that this curious Ma/er- 
Part of the whole, which, as the Principal, ought to be 


the firtt Object co ftrike the Eye, diftintt fron, and unin- 
terrupted by, any other Part, is in fome meafure lott in, or | 
tather fomewhat obfeured by, thatof Hifery hovering over | 





it? May we not venture to fay this latter ts too confpicuous 
in proportion to the capital Figure, and taking off not a 
little from it 3 as the ereé&t Statue of Hifory not only firtt 
catches the Eye, but aétaally detains it for fome Time be- 
fore it falls down on the beautiful Recumbence on the Sar- 
cophagas which, as [ mentioned before, ought to have 
been the mott ftriking oBje& in thé Whole. This could-not 
occur in the Defign, though I apprehend ‘tisevident in the 
Execution. Had Hifory been ¢arved out of a Block of 
Marble a Shade or two darker, thé Dude's brightér Statue 
would then have predominated. But fuppofe we change 
the Attitudes; making the Meré erc&t (and that would 
have had a good Ema dpon the Eye) with Hifory at his 
Feet recording his A@tions. Would not this manner have 
been more applicable 86 each Charaéter, and filled the 
Sight more fatistaétory 3 But I beg Pardon ; I mean not 
to derogate from the Praife which the excellent Artift has 
jaitly acquired by this admirable Performancé ; which I 
think exccedé any thing of it’s Kind in that venerable Pile 
of Antiquity, which enclofes the Afhes of our illuftrious 
Dead: But, asa fkillful Painter difdains not to hear, and 
Toitculnte Ww cure che Likecnefe of hic Pises from, the Ob- 
fetvation of a Peafant totally ignorant of his Art, 1 hope 
this great Mafter ia Stataary will excufe the Proferidgs of a 
Perfon, who perhaps needs not own he is no great Connoif- 
feur in his way. 





As well as the Pencil and Chiffel; the Pen has been like- 
Wife employed in doing Honor to this great Man. But, 
among thefe Produttions, 1 fhall take Notice of three Epi- 


_ taphs only. The firft I think that came to Light was pro- 


faic, and feems to have deferved a better Gentleman-Uther 
than that of a common daily Neéws paper. It needs no 
other Recommendation thafi to tranferibe it, and is, with 
it’s Introduétion, as follow, viz.

If I take the fame Liberty with the Poet, as I have a)- 
ready done with che Se#épror, f may prefame he cannot 
take itamifs. The Sentiments appear to me, rather to 
aim at fomething pretty than exilted, The Epitaph might 
have fuited well a Perfon of leis diftinguithed Uharafter aid 
Dignity than the Duke It is too plaintive, and feems ra- 
ther to beg than to claim the Tear it mentions. It ftirs 
more of Pity than Admiration in the Reader. It bewails 
an Hepheftion; or, if the Author plealés, a Marcéllus, tot 
unaptly 5 but it falls fhort of an Alexander or a Hannibal, 
The Sentiments and the Dittion ought to have vied in Ele- 
vation, to ftrike out Aftonifhment in fuch a Chara&er as 
that of Agyl/! And yet the Author feems not unappris’d 
of this, and therefore gives us :

The Poet beautifully, and as it were imperceptibly, turns 
from the Created to the Creator himlelf, without the In- 
terruption of Preparation, and continues the Line:

This turn is fo very natural, that the Reader is infenfibly 
run away with, before he is aware that the Seene is chang’d. 
But our Author is not fo happy ; for the Reader immed: 
ately finds his Attention interrupted by an Obfcurity and 
Inconneétion that he cannot get over. The lait Half of 
the Line 

mm thine the pow'r to please, 


appears to me to have no Meaning at all, orto contradict 
the Lines preceeding ; as if the Tongue admired and the 
ror frared did not pleafe, or were Perfeétions of no Ac- 
count. buc if we fhouwid allow, thar che Words nar lefts 
imply they were capable to pleafe, Witat docs cae cuore 
mean by his tranfiuion from part to the whole ? It is telling 
us that Campbel/, which isthe Whole, had not lefs Power 
to pleafe than his Jongue and Arm, which are Parts of him, 

if you fhould be able to reconcile this Line with the 
Context, you matt at the fame Time allow a great Ambi- 
guity occurs, and that is no fmall Fcu't in an Epitaph, 
which ought to be clear and eafy. 

A little Alteration, I apprehend, would have made the 
Mattcr both good Senfe and good Verfe. Snppofe the 
Ditlich ran thus: 


Nor le/s, O Campbell! thine the Porw’r to pleaz, 
In giving Grandeur all the Grace of Eafe. 


This Amendment coheres as well with the Word Power, 
as with the Word Pha/e. 


‘The reft are very good ; though many Readers, and 
thofe intelligent ones too, may be a little puzzled at firil 
with the two laft Lines, by miltaking the Monument as 
the Speaker inflead of Hiflory. But waving this, which is 
only en pafant, I think the Epitaph faulty, not only in 
Particulars, but in the whole unequal to the great Cha- 
racter it would celebrate. I am entirely ignorant of the 
Author, who appears to me to have a much better Genius 
than Judgment. 

‘There is a ftrong Analogy between this noble Tomb, 
and that of Maufolus among the Ancients; as well as a 
Likenefs of Circumitance in the Occafion of each. ‘The 
Gratitude of an exemplary Woman and beloved Wife was 
the laudable Foundation of either. Fach fhewed the Im- 
menfity of her Affiction to her deceafed Lord in the vat 
nefs of her Defgn. ‘The magnilicent Teftimonies of their 
Love will never die ; for, when Stones fail, they will fur- 
vive in Hiftory to the end of ‘Time; or at leat as long as 
the Ufe of Letters remain. 

The ancient and modern Artemifia differ in nothing, ex- 
cept that the Pagan Lady drank up, in the courle of ‘Time, 
the Afhes of her Lord, in Wine. ‘The Chriflian Fai 
would have done as much in Honour of bers, but that her 
more enlightened Religion forbad a Circumttance of Love 
fo extravagant. As the firlt perpetuated her King by cal- 
ling her glorious Work a Mau/olewm after his Name; why 
fhould not we fupply in the lait the want of fovereign Power 
to enforce, by affitting her Piety with our {piritancous 
Voices to dignify her's, from the fame Ceufe, with the 
Title of a Cambellaneum.

tlis Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales has purchafed 
feveral old Houfes in Pall Mall, whieh are to be pulled 
down an Opening to Carlton-Houfe. 

"Lis faid the Hon. George Bubb Dondington, Efq; late 
Treafurer of the Navy, will be made Treafurer of the 
Chambers, a new-created Place, with Salary of 2000]. 
per Annum. 

His Majefty has been pleafed to grant unto George 
M’Kenzie, Elg; late Earl of Cromartie, the Sum of 5001]. 
per Ann. out of his forfeited Eftates in Scotland, for the 
Maintenance of his Family ; and to fettle the reit of the 
Money arifing from the Sale of his faid Eftates upon his 
Children. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland has given 
Orders for a Meule to be built at Pimlico, for the Recep- 
tion of his Horfes, 

Laft Sunday died at Mile-End, Sir Charles Caftleton, 
Bart by whofe Deceafe the Title goes to his Brother, the 
Rev, John Cailleton, now Sir John Caftleton, of Goulfton, 
in Suffolk, 

Laft Week a Seizure was made near Cranford in Suf- 
folk, of 475]b. and au half of Tea, out of a Rabbet-Cart, 
coming from Leadenhall Market: °*Tis faid it belonged 
to a Fair-keeper at Bury, but the Officers and Soldiers-con- 
dutted it fafe to Colchetter. 

Latt Week Lieutenant Carr, and Mr. Jolliffe, a Hatter 
on the Point at Portfmouth, having fome Words. agreed 
to go out of Town and decide it A Boxing, where the 
Lieutenant got the better of him ; they afterwards went 
into the l'wo Blue Pofts in that Town, cali’d for a Room, 
and agreed to have another Battle, fitting Knee to Knee ; 
wherein Mr, Jolliffe was fo feverely Beat, that he died of 
the Bruifes the next Morning ; the Lieutenant furrender’d 
himfelt. “The Jury have fince brought in their Verdict 
Natural Death. 

On Monday a Boy was run over by an empty Cart near 
St. George’s Church, Souhtwark, and died foon after: 
His Death was occafioned by the Driver’s riding in his 
Cart. 

Monday the Ship’s Companies of fome Men of War, 
prefented a Petition to the Commiffioners for determining 


Prive Cafes, fetting forth the Hardfhips they, laboured pn- 
der thro” Pe Delay itv'the Payment of their Prize Money ; 


and received for Anfwer, that shofé Particulars were under 
Confideragwn, and that a Diltribation would be made in a 
few Days. 

We hear a Trial will come on this Term in Weftmin- 
fter-Hall, between an Nobleman and his Lady, for Mal- 
Treatment on one Side, and Non-Compliance on the other 
Side. 

The Diftemper is again broke out amonng the Horned 
Cattle, no lefs than 12 out of 20 Cows died lait Week in 
Tothill Fields Weftminfter. 

Laft Week five Cows, belonging to Mr. Grainge of 
Hampitead, and three belonging to another Perfon, died 
of the Contagious Diflemper. 

And by Letters from Effex we are informed, that the 
Diftemper rages in the Low Lands and Marthes of that 
Country. 

We hear from Yorkthire and from feveral Parts adjacent 
to it, that the Diftemper amongft the Horned Cattle con. 
tinues to rage vio.ently ; particular Ralph Newburn, for- 
merly mentioned to have loft 47 Head of Cattle by the 
Diilemper has loft-in all upwards of 60; and feveral Gen. 
tlemen-Farmers on the Road from Stockton to Sedgfield, 
have loft great Numbers- 

The Lords of the Admiralty have been pleafed to give 
Orders for the building of a 20 Gun Man of War, which 
will be}eall’d the Cape Breton, and a Sloop of War which 
will be call’d the America; the former at Plymouth, and 
the latter at Deptford. 

A Court Martia! will fit in a few Days either at Dept- 
ford or Greenwich, for the Trial of fome Officers and fome 
privale Marines, accufed of Mutiny, and fome for De- 
fertion. 

A Scheme formerly prefented, is again uuder Confide- 
ration, for the fowing of Flax on the prefent wafte Grounds 
in this Kingdom, for which Purpofe, it is propofed to par- 
cel out the Lands in certain Quantities to particular Perions, 
for raifing the faid Commodity for the Employment of 
the Numberlefs unemployed Poor of this Kingdom ; which 
Scheme if purfued, will not only be of great Service to the 
Kingdom, by employing the Poor, but alfo raife a confide- 
rable Revenue far the Ufe of the Government. 

A few Days fince a Sharper took Longings for himfelf 
and a Servant in ‘Throgmorton Street. under Pretence of 
being an Officer, juit come from abroad, and enquiring 
for a )'aylor, ordered a Grand Suit of lac’d Cloaths to be 
made'ior himfelf by the Saturday following. and a Suit 
for his Servant the next Week ; but upon Receipt of his 
own Cloaths, he went off with his Servant the fame Night 
whereby the Taylor loft upwards of 20 Pounds, 

Ce}. Fullers Regiment of Foot is ordered to embark from 
Ireland for Harwich, where they will be difbanded fhortly 
aftep their Arrival.

By a Letter from Fort Auguftus in Morth Britain, we are 
informed of the Death of Capt.Glover, of Col. Herbert’s 
Regiment of Foot, on the gth Inftant 

Upon the Return of a Meffenger lately difpach’d to Bra- 
bant to folicit the Delivery up of Thomas Bevan, formerly 
an eminent Clothier in Wiltfhire, and concerned in tranf. 
porting the Woollen Manufactures, we are informed that 
he had remov’d from thence into French Flanders before 
the Meffenger arrived. 

On Saturday Afternoon, a lare Porpus was guid by 
near 100 Boats through Bridge, when one of the, Boats 
overfet ; one Man fav’d himfelf by the Starlings, and the 
other fwam to Shore; the Porpus was afterward, with 
ome Difficulty, fhot and taken a little above Bridge, and 
fmeafures upwards of five Feet in Length, and near three 
round. 

It is currently reported, that Application will be made 
to Parliament for an Aét to erect a Court of Requeft in the 
County of Middlefex, with another in the County of Surry, 
in Imitation of that in London and the Borough of South- 
wark, for the Recovery of {mall Debts, which it is hoped 
may take Place, as it will prevent the Ruin of many Peo- 

le. 

. On Sunday died at his Houfe in the City of Oxford, 
the Hon, Matthew Skinner, Efq; Chief Juftice of Chefter 
one of the Welch Judges, Recorder of Oxford, and Pre- 
micr Serjeant. And Wednefday Mr. Noel, one 
of his Majefty’s Counfel, and Member for St. Mawe’s in 
Cornwall, kifs’d his Majefty’s Hand, on being appointed 
Chief Juftice of Cheiter in his room. 

Laft Week the Rev. the Lord Bifhop of Ely. Matter of 
Caius College in Cambridge, and Vifitors of St. John’s 
of the fame Univerfity, decided the Controverfy fo long 
depending between the Rev. Dr. Rutherforth and the Rev. 
Dr. Burton, both Senior Fellows.of St. John’s College, for 
the Living of Barrow, near Bury St. Edmund’s Suffolk, 
yrerth enol per Ann, which he gave in Favour of Dr, 
Rutherforth. 

There is an Account, that Capt. Ballet. Commander 
of his Majefty’s Sloop the Otter, died at South Caroling 
fome Time ago; and that Lieutenant Kearney fucceeded 
him as Commander of the faid Sloop. 

Laft Week the Affizes ended at Ely, for that Ifle, held 
before Councellor Pont, Recorder of Cambridge, Chief 
of the Ifle of Ely, when the fix following Criminals receiv’d 
Sentence of Death, viz. John Juckers, alias Vickers, for 
the Murder of his Wife; Amy Hutchinfon no) above 17 
Years of Age, for poifoning her Hufband ; Richard Stnr- 
gis and Henry Cox for Horie ftealing; Robert Brown fox 
Sheep ftealing ; and John Beachum for breaking open a 
Houfe at Manea in the Ifle, and ftealing aGun, &c. The 
four laft were reprieved before the Judge left Ely; and 
Juckers, alias Vickers, and Amy Hutchinfon, are order’ 
for pee the laft of which is to be burnt alive at a 
Stake. 

We hear from Ireland, that Sir George Kimberlin died 
lately at his Seat in Johnfton’s within five Miles of Derby, 
whofe Death is very much lamented, he being.a good 
Matter and a good Landlord ; and he has left-5;001- upon 
his Eftate for the Ufe of Poor Widows and Orphans, and 
10001. for the Support of the Blue Boys Hofpital in Dub- 
lin. That Family is extin& except Elizabeth Watfon who 
is under Seatence of Death in Newgate, London, for re- 
tnrning from Tranfportation a fhort ‘Time before her feven 
Years expired. . ‘This unfortunate Woman’s Hufband’s 
Children come in for the Effate in her Right. Shecame 
of the beft of Families in that Kingdom, tho’ fo'unfortus 
nate. Her Father left her a large Fortune, but being 
kept out of it, was the Occafion of all her Misfortunes, 
A Gentleman in this City has taken np the Eftate to order 
to fupport this unhappy Woman's Family. 

‘Thofe that are in the public Funds in Exchange Ally, 
feem to be very anxious to hear the categorical Anfwer 
from his Moft Catholic Majefty, in relation to the Nego- 
ciations of his Excellency Benjamin Keen, Efq; his Ma- 
jefty’s Minifter at the Court of Madrid; and fome who 
feem to be deep in Politicks, are firmly of-an Opinion, 
that his Excellency will be able to attain it before the Meet- 
ing of the Parliament. . 

Laft Week was married, vt the Quaker’s Meeting- 
houfe at Penketh, near Warrington, Mr. Thomas Abra- 
ham of Whitehaven, to Mifs Ellen Clare of Warrington, 
an agreeable young Lady with a Fortune of 50001. 

Letters from Chebuéto mention, that five or fix French
